LINER ATHOS WAS SUNK 


Missionary Who Had 


Been Srationed at Foo 


Chow, China, Perished Near Malta; Steamer 
and Two Fishing Smacks Torpedoed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Robert Al- 
len Haden, an American Presbyterian 
missionary, stationed at Foo Chow, 
China, perished when the French liner 
Athos was destroyed by a submarine 
210 miles east of Malta on Feb. 17. 

Consul Keblinger at Malta cabled a 
report of Haden’s death to the State 
Department today and said that the 
missionary’s address was given as in 


care of the Presbyterian Mission Board, 
Nashville, Tenn. 


U-BOATS 10 SPARE 
2 U. S. SHIPS AT 
SEA, BERLIN HEARS 


Report Is That Orders Have 
Been Given in Regard to 
Rochester and Orleans. 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—‘‘It is quite pos- 
sible that the American steamers 
Rochester and Orleans may escape Ger- 
man submarines on their way through 
the barred zone from New York to 
Bordeaux,’’ says the Berlin Lokal An- 
zeiger, as quoted in an Exchange Tele- 
graph Co. Amsterdam dispatch, ‘“‘but 
America should not rely upon their 
doing so.”’ 

“In Berlin political circles,”’ the Ex- 
change’s correspondent adds, “it is be- 
lieved the submarine commanders have 
been definitely instructed not to sink 
these American ships.”’

ISSUES 8 COMMANDMENTS 


Lewis Announces He Will Go 
Further Than Enforce Ex- 
cise Laws. 


Excise Commissioner Lewis today sent 
a letter to all saloon keepers, laying 
down eight commandments, which em- 
body both the saloon laws and the rules 
which he intends to enforce. The rules 
are practically those which were en- 
forced by Thomas E. Mulvihill as Excise 


Commissioner under Gov. Folk’s admin- 
istration. They are much stricter than 
the practices which have been followec. 
under Horace 8S. Rumsey, who turned 
over the office to Lewis a few days ago. 

Rumsey’s policy, announced when he 
took office, was to enforce the dram- 
shop laws on the statute books, and no 
others. The Mulvihill idea, to which 
Lewis now subscribes, is that special 
rules are needed, and that the Excise 
Commissioner’s wide powers were given 
to him for the purpose of permitting him: 
to enforce such rules. 

Some of the most important of Lewis’ 
rules are those requiring the abolition 
of winerooms frequented by women; for- 
bidding card games of any sort, or music 
of any kind éxcept by mechanical in- 
struments, in saloons; and declaring that 
licenses will be revoked in any case

GOVERNOR SIGNS BILL MAKING 
KANSAS “BONE DRY” AT ONCE 


Most Drastic of State Prohibition 
Measures Goes Into Effect 
Immediately. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 23.—The State 
“bone dry” law was signed here this 
morning by Gov. Capper and imme- 
diately became effective. It is confid- 
ered one of the most drastic prohibition 
measures enacted into law by any Stato 
and temperance leaders are confident 
that Kansas will be as free from the 
liquor traffic as it can be made through 
the agencies of the State Government. 

The bill was signed before a joint 
session of the two houses of the Legis- 
lature, the first time in the history. of 
the State that a law was signed outside 
the executive offices. The legislators 
greeted the signature by singing “How 
Dry I Am.”’ 

“No act in my term as Governor has 
given me greater pleasure than the sigr- 
ing of this bill,’”” said the Governor in 
addressing the Legislature. “This act 
makes Kansas the cleanest, soberesi 
State in the union. Passage of this law 
means that the people recognize the need} 
of enactments for public welfare and 
health.”

Mayor Beall of Alton, who, several 
days ago, advised residents to convert 
vacant lots into potato and garden 
patches, will convert the front yard of 
his Twelfth street home into a potato 
patch.

2. No card games, pool, DBilliards, 
gambling in any form, sparring, 
wrestling or boxing shall be per- 
mitted on saloon premises. (State 
law forbids gambling only.) 

3. Saloons must close for 24. hours 
Sunday, on election days and be- 
tween 1 and’5 a. m. week days. (This 
law and ruling now in force.) 

4. Habitual drunkards must not be 
admitted, after notice from wife or 
other authorized person has been 
received, and one notice is to suf- 
fice for all time. 

5. No music, except that mechani- 
cally produced, to be permitted in 
saloons. (Courts have ruled that 
electric pianos are not musical in- 
struments. ) 

6. No license shall be nieaeoes for 
a saloon in a house or building, any 
part of which is used for immoral 
purposes or gambling; and licenses 
will be revoked whenever a house is 
found to be so used. 

7. So-called winerooms, connected 
with saloons and frequented by wom- 
en, will be considered as constitut- 
ing disorderly houses. No woman 
shall gerve as bartender or waitress. 

8. Proprietors shall be responsible 
for acts of their employes.

Senate Anked to Authorize President 
to Take Monopolised Products. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 —Senator 
Lewis of Illinois today introduced, as an 
amendment to the revenue bill, a pro- 
vision to authorize the President to seize 
foodstuffs deemed to be monopolized in 
violation’ of law. Goods so seized would 
be disposed of at public sale, under 

Government supervision. 

Senator Martine today introduced a 
till to empower the President to declare 
an embargo on food exports. It was 
referred to the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee’ without debate. Similar resolu- 
tions are pending, “without prospect of 
action.

23.—Senate Dem- 
ocrats today by indications from Re- 
publjcans of a disposition to force an 
extra session of Congress by delaying 
passage of the ‘venue bill and appro- 
priation bills, determined to break down 
the effort if possible by holding the 
Senate in continuous session. 
‘Republican Senators conferred on the 
Was later 
said they were resentful of reports that 
President Wilson was eager to get rid 
of Congress because of the strained in- 
ternational situation and were dcter- 
mined to have an extra segsion by pro- 
jonging discussion. 

It also was reported that the Repub- 
licans would resist any effort by the 
Preasident to give him authority to han- 
dle eventualities in the foreign situation 
When Congress was~not in session. 

When Republican leaders reached tl.e 
chaniber, the revenue bill was under 
discussion and Senator Penrose spoke 
at length in gpiticism of a perfunctory 
committee amendment. This arouscd 
resentinent of Senator Simmons, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, who de- 
clared it indicated: a purpose to force 
an extra session. 

“If the minority desire to take ad- 
vantage of the situation confronting us,” 
Senator Simmons said, ‘‘there being but 
a few days of this session left, they 
can by unnecessary consumption of time. 
defeat this bill and the appropriation 
bills. I do not know why the minority 
appear to have construed that we shou'd 
not pass necessary legislation at this ses- 
sion and thus make a special session im- 
perative. But I feel quite satisfied that 
this demonstration of perfunctory oppo- 
sition is for no other purpose than to 
delay passa® of this bill.” 

Democratic leaders went into confer- 
ence at which the plan of a continuous 
session was discussed. 

The situation was further complicated 
with threats from the house of a fili- 
buster which would prevent passage of 
bills and thus force an extra session if 
the Rules Committee forces considera- 
tion of the District of Columbia pro- 
hibition bill while it still is before the! 
district committee. The Rules Commit- 
tee is believed to be in fayor of report- 
ing the measure favorably. 

Facing having the bill taken from 
them, a procedure not seen in Congress 
for the last 10 years, there was every 
likelihood: that the distriet committee 
would vote today to report. the bill. 
Democratic leaders were understood tc 
have sent out orders that the bill must 
be reported favorably at once. 

‘The first vote on separate provisions 
of the revenue bill today defeated Sen 
ator Watson’s,amendment to have the 
excess profits tax expire Dec. 31. 1919, 
instead of July 1, 1921, as proposed by 
the Democratic majority.

GARDNER TO ASK 
FOR $2,000,000 
LOAN 10 STATE 


St.: Louis Banks to Be Requested 
to. Take Up and Carry Old 
Claims Temporarily. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 


JEFFERSON C1 YS Feb. 23.—Gov. 
Gardner has worked out a scheme for 
refinancing the State’s deficiency of 
more than $2,000,000 and tomorrow .will 
ask ‘the St. Louis Clearing House Asso- 
ciation to loan the money at 4 per cent 
interest to pay the indebtedness. 

The Governor has been working for 
several weeks on the plan to pay off 
the State’s debts and at the same time 
have enough money to conduct the 
ordinary Governmental activities. The 
indebtedness amounts to as much as 
the ,entire income of the State for the 
first-six months of the year, and if 
the. debts were paid there would be no 
funds for current expenses. ' 

“There is nothing to do except. han- 
dle this on a business basis,’’ the Gov- 
ernor said. ‘‘A private business in the 
condition the State is in probably would 
go into Yeceivership. The State can’t 
do that. 

Thinks Banks Will Lend Money. 

“I believe the bankers of B8t. Louis 
will finance the State. I believe they 
have confidence in my ability to work 
out this problem and that they will 
let the State have the $2,000,000 at my 
request. 

“I not only believe that, but I know 
it will be true if I live. I shall turn 
the .State over to my successor abso- 
lutely free of debt. 

“My plan provides for asking the 
Legisjature to put the following rider 
on the deficiency appropriation bill: 
‘The revenue of the otate for the pres- 
ent being insufficient to pay the de- 
ficiencies provided for in this act at the 
same time meet the necessary operating 
expenses of the State Government and 
the ‘various State institutions, none of 
the appropriations herein made shall 
be immediately avaiilable, but the per- 
son, persons, corporation or association 
to whom the various items hereof are 
payable may present their claim there- 
for to the State Auditor within 3 days 
after the passage and approval! of this 
act, and the State Auditor shall exam- 
ine into such claims and if he finds 
that the same is covered by one or more 
of the items of this act he shall certify

The Beard of Estimate and Apportion- 


to create a new and self-perpetuating 
Zoological Board of Control of nine 
members, three of whom should be city 
officials. 

George E. Dieckman, president of the 
Zoological Society, and a memoer of the 
present Zoo board, appeared before the 
Board of Estimate in behalf of the new 
proposal. His colleague on the Zoo 
board, Robert H. Keiser, has expressed 
himself against the idea of a self-per- 
petuating board, or one in which city 
officials should not be in the majority. 

Mayor Favors the Pian. 

President Aloe of the Board of Alder- 
men and Comptroller Player voted 
against approving the measure. Mayor 
Kiel voted for it. Aloe said he was 
opposed to the idea of a self-perpetuat- 
ing board in charge of any public in- 
stitution. 

It was voted to return the bill to the 
City Counselor, to be redrafted in such 
manner as to meet the objections. The 
State enabling act, however, seems to 
favor, if not to demand, a self-perpétu- 
ating body. 

Dieckman suggested that the number 
might be cut from nine to seven, but 
Aloe said this would still leave the city 
officials, representing the people, in the 
minority. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
asked Dieckman why he thought a 
board of more than five members neces- 
sary. He replied that the Zoological 
Society should have a larger represen- 
tation than at present. The Zoo, he 
said, has resulted from the work of 
the society. 

Under the mill-tax measure, passed 
at the last election, the Zoo Board will 
have $125,000 to spend next year. Under 
the bill, as submitted to the Board of 
Estimate and supported by Dieckman, 
the Zoo Board would have power to fix 
the number and pay of employes, the 
selection of. employes amd the cost of 
maintenance, .

ING TELLS WHY | 
GREECE HAS LOST 
FAITH IN ALLIES 


Constantine Says Belgium Is No, 
More Hapless Than Is 
His Kingdom. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Asse- 
ciated Press. 

ATHENS, Jan. 14.—King Constantine 

received the Associated Press corre- 


spondent in audience this morning just |

‘I am sorry you are leaving us,’ King

cur national history to have a curre-, 
spondent of the Associated Press nereé to | 
tell the world with absolute impartiality | 
the truth of what ia taking place. They | 
tell me, however, that a good mary of | 
vour telegrams to the Associated Press | 
never got through the censors,” the | 
King said. ‘‘You have nothing on me,” 
ne added, ‘‘neither do mine.” 

Ridicules Stories About Greece. 
“T am afraid there is no way,’ he 
went on. “We might as well be in a 
Gungeon here, for all the touch we have 
with the rest of the world. The m@st 
ridiculous, the most outrageous nonsense. 
about what is happening in Greece is 
published dally in the European presz, 
presumably written by journalists who 
are not ever on the spot to see the facts 
for themselves. And when my Govern- 
ment sends official denials of them, te 
I-uropean newspapers will not even puo 
lish denials 
‘Take this letter for example. As you 
see it is from ex-heayor Bennakis, who 
was arrested Dec. 2 during the attempt- 
ed Vonizelist revolution. A French 
newspaper publishes a story that Ben- 
nakis was so badly mistreated that his 
right arm had to be amputated and he 
was orn the point of death. Far from 
having his arm amputated, he writes 
me a letter with it, as you see, express- 
ing his gratitude for the kindness with 
which he has been treated and assuring. 
me that he is my most loyal and devoted 
subject. 
‘Your Minister, Mr. Droppers, person- 
aliy investigated the treatment of those 
who were imprisoned on the charge of 
sedition as a result of the abortive rev- 
olution of Dec. 1 and 2 and told me him- 
self that he found them very comfort- 
able. My Government, therefore, tele- 
graphed the French press a denial of 
the Bennakis story, as well as of any 
number of similar fabrications, but I 
have never heard of any of the denials 
being published. 
“After all, all we ask is fair play. 
Weehave been sorely tried these past 
two years and we don’t pretend to have 
always been angels under the constant 
irritation of the ever-increasing allied 
control of every little thing in our own 
private life—letters, telegrams, police. 
everything. Why, do you know that 
my sister-in-law, Princess Aliso of Bat 
tenburg, was only permitted to receive 
a telegram of Christmas greetings from 
her mother in England by courtesy vf 
the British legation here? 

Have Lest Faith in Allies. 
“Moreover, by taking an active hand 
in our own internal politics, England 
and France especially have suceditie: 
in alienating an admiration, a sympathy 
and a devotion towards them on ths 
part of the Greek people that, at the 
beginning of the war, was virtually an 
unanimous tradition. I am a soldier 
myself and know nothing about poli- 
tics, but it seems to me that when you 
start with almost the whole of a coun- 
try passionately in your favor and end 
with it almost unanimously against you, 
you haven’t succeeded very well. 

“And I quite understand how those’ 
responsible for. such a result seek to ex- 
cuse themselves by exaggerating the 
Gifficulties they have had to contena 
with in Greece—by talking about Greek 
treachery and the immense sinister or- 
ganization of German propaganda that 
has foiled .them at every turn, and so 
on. The only trouble with that is that 
they make us pay for the errors of their 
poticy. The people of Greece are pay- 


from exposure and hunger, while France 
and England starve us out because they 
have made the mistake of assuming 
that their man Venizelos could deliver 
the Greek army and the Greek people 
to the entente Powers whenever they 
wanted to use Greece for their advan- 
tage, regardless of the interests of 
Greece as an independent nation. 
“There are just two things about our 
desperate struggle to save ourselves 
from destruction that I am going to 
ask the Associated Press to try to make 
clear to the people of America. The 
rest will have to come out some day—all 
the blockades and censorships in the 
world cannot keep the truth down for- 
ever, Understand, I am not presuming 
to sit in judgment on the entente Pow. 
ers. I appreciate that they have other 
things to think about besides Greece. 
What I say is meant to help them to 
do justice to themselves and to us, a 
small nation. 

Greece Has Two Problems, 
‘The first point is this: We have two 
problems on our hands here in Greece— 
an internal one and.an external one. 
The entente Powers have made the fun- 
damental mistake of considering them 
both as one. They said to themselves: 


“Venizelos is the strongest man in Greece 


and he is heart and soul with us. He 

can deliver the Greeks whenever he 

wants to. t us back Venizelos, there. | 
fore, and when we néed the Greek army 

he will turn it over to us.’ 

“Well, they were wrong, as I think | 
you have seen for yourself since you : 
have been here. Venizelos was perhaps 
the strongest man in Greece, as they 
thought. But the moment he tried to 
turn over the Greek army to the entente _

PROWISED HEARING 
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Senate Committeemen Rounded 
Up From Hotel Dining Room 
and Lobby and the Movies. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2.—Suf- 
fragists from St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Jefferson City last night demonstrated 
to the Senate Committee on Privileges, 
Elections and Redistricting that, when 
women start after anything, they usual- 
ly get what they want. The women had 
been promised a hearing on Senator 
Mitchell’s bill to permit women to vote 
in Missouri for President and Vice 
President. The hearing was set for 7:30 
o’clock, and more than 2 women were 
on hand promptly, but there was no 

committee to hear them. 

Senator Goodson of Macon County, 
chairman of the committee, was at din- 
ner with friends in the Madison Hotel. 
The women, waiting in the Senate cham- 
ber, sent a messenger to the Senator. 
He reached the Senate chamber at 8:9), 


| the first member of the committee to 


arrive. Next, Senator Elder of St. Louis 
appeared, at 8:20. 

The women were informed that Sena- 
tor Kinney of St. Louis was at a pic- 
ture show. Mrs. William C. Fordyce 
and Mrs. Ernest W. Stix of St. Louis 
hastened to the show and arranged to 
have flashed on the screen the notice: 
“Senator Kinney-is wanted at the door.” 
The Senator hastened out and was toid 
he was needed at the committee meet- 
ing. The women escorted, him to the 
Capitol. 

Senator Taylor of Chariton County had 
important business in the Madison lobby. 
The women telephoned to Mrs. Taylor, 
who said her husband had left their 
apartments some time before to attend 
the committee meeting. She knew he 
would be there because he had told her 
he was an ardent advocate of suffrage. 
Senator Taylor arrived at the Capitol at 
8:40. With him present, there was a 
quorum. 

Ford of Grundy County was reached 
at his apartments by telephone. He 
said he had not known the meeting was 
to be held. He reached the Capitol a 
few minutes after 9 o’clock. Senator 
Welch of Howell County had had an- 
other committee meeting to attend and 
reached the Election Committee at 9:4. 
Senator Greene, remaining member of 
the committee, had departed in the 
afternoon for his home in Kansas City 
Talks for suffrage were made by Percy 
Werner, Miss Amelia Fruchte and Mrs. 
Charles Passmore of St. Louis. Miss 
Minnie Bronson of Des Moines, Io., sec- 
retary of the National Association Op- 
posed to Suffrage, spoke against the 
bill.

It is a tradition in Democratic polit- 
ical circles that a considerable body of 
the City Committee never becomes en- 
thusiastic for any candidate until their 
demands for campaign funds have been 
met. 

Samuel B. McPheeters, former Presi- 
dent of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, kept a record of the cases re- 
ported to Rumsey for action. He told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter before he went 
away on his wedding tour he intended 
to use these records to expose Rum- 
sey’s administration of the excise office 
if Rumsey ran for Mayor.

Major last fall and urged him to 
insist that Rumsey should enforce the 
law, but that Major paid no attention 
to the request.

We have suffered its cost in blood and treasure, 
but have been fortunate in escaping its worst 
cogeequeaces of defeat and ruin.

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FRATEHENAL INSURANCE GRAFT. 

On the heels of the Kuights of Honor scandal 
comes the discovery that the North American 
Union, in which the Knights and Ladies of Honor 
was reinsured a few months ago, has now been 
reingured in the Fraternal Aid Union of Law- 
rence, Kan., with. incidental profit of $228,000, for 
a “broker.” 

Ingurance Commissioner Potts of Illinois, a)- 
though handicapped by the inadequacy of laws 
for the protection of the members of fraternal 
orgamizations, has taken steps to compel restitu- 
tion of the commission paid in this deal and, if 
necessary, will seize the assets of the North 
American Union in Illinois for such restitution 
and will withdraw from the Fraternal Aid Union 
the privilege of doing bisiness in Illinois. 

Reinsurance is epidemic in the land. Its re- 
guits are vast unearned profits to those who get 
the commissions and vast losses to the member- 
ship. The process is simple. The officials of one 
fraternal society arrange with the officials of 
another for the reinsurance of the first in the 
second. A huge “commission” ic paid to a “bro- 
ker.” The money comes out of the fund created 
by the members for the protection of their de- 
pendents. 

Officers of fraterna) otganizations hold posi- 
tions of trust. If reinsuratce is fer the benefit 
of the members, it is the duty of the officers to 
bring it about without compensation to them- 
‘selves or to “brokers.” Insurance Commission- 
ers of all states should demand, as Commissioner 
Petts is det , that such reinsurance deals 
be put through, if at all, without distribution of 
“commissions.” | '

lombian treaty. 

If the strain of opposing the most formidable 
adversary we have had in history is imposed 
on us after these days of suspense, it will find our 
other foreign relations and our strategic essentials 
in a very fortunate condition. Any unpleasant- 
ness and friction that might have resulted from 
discriminatory canal tolls were long ago obvi- 
ated. Our treatment of Mexico should bring us 
a grateful return in friendliness. Only through 


junheard of folly and unreasoning spitefulness 


could that country permit itself to be made a 
center of intrigues against the United States. 
Our patience in Mexican policy has done much to 
remove the prejudice against us in Latin-America 
generally. 

With the acquisition of the Danish West Indies 
the danger that a Caribbean possession weakly 
held by a lesser European Power might be used 
to our disadvantage has passed.

Without exception these men all have 
g00d records. Dobie’sisuccess have been

Official Announcements Made of Purpose to 
Retain All and of Many Proposed Rear- 
rangements—Chief Changes in Africa. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—The British Min- 
ister of Colonies, Mr. Long; the Japa- 
nese Minister of Foreign Affairs, Mr. 
Motono, and the Prime Minister of New 
Zealand, Mr. Massey, in recent state- 
ments have declared there will be no 
return to Germany of her colonies in 
Africa, Asia or the Pacific. 

This attitude is not-only held by Ja- 
pan and the British colonies chiefly 
concerned, but it has the backing of 
the British and French Governments, 
which have the largest interest in colo- 
nial Africa. and Asia. It develops the 
fact also that the late Asquith Govern- 
ment was opposed to any extension of 
British ‘colonial possessions in Africa, 
whereas the new Lloyd-George Govern- 
ment approves of this extension as in 
line with the aspirations of the British 
colonies in Africa. 

Reshifting in Africa Proposed. 

This in turn has established that there 
will be a general reshifting of African 
colonies, so that the possessions of 
England, France, Portugal and Belgium 
will be made more homogeneous in- 
stead of being, as at present, scattered 
and irregular in outline. 

Japan’s attitude toward holding the 
German colony of Kiao Chau in China 
and the Pacific Islands occupied by the 
Japanese fleet came up when the 
French draft of the reply to President 
Wilson was being cabled to the various 
entente Governments for approval. Ja- 
pan approved the terms as far as 
stated, on Servia, Belgium and in other 
respects, but pointed out that the terms 
omitted any reference to the German 
colonies of Kiao Chau and the Pacific 
Islands, in which Japan had established 
an interest. . 

Reply Confined to Main Terma. 

France and England thereupon replied 
to Japan that it had been deemed de- 
sirable, in answering Mr. Wilson’s re- 
quest for terms, not to make these terms 
embrace everything which might come 
up later, but to confine them for the 
present to the readjustment of territory 
in Europe. Later on, it was pointed out 
the future of German territorial pos- 
sessions outside of Europe would be 
considered, so that Japan's rights would 
be properly safeguarded and secured for 
future determination. This was satis- 
factory to Japan, which then gave its 
approval to the joint reply to Mr. Wil- 
son, stating the allies’ main terms. 

The Japanese embassy has given Ja- 
pan’s understanding of the arrangement 
as stated by Foreign Minister Motono. 
He said: 

“The absence of any allusion to the 
future disposal! of the German colonies 
has justly attracted the attention of 
public in Japan. That point has, how- 
ever, never escaped the attention of 
the Imperial Government. The reply 
to the American note does not certainly 
contain all the conditions of peace to be 
demanded by the allied Powers. They 
reserve the right to present these con- 
ditions when the terms of peace are dis- 


| cussed. Reference is made to this point 


in the note to the United States. In 
order to avoid all misunderstandings we 
took steps to safeguard our right, when 
we addressed our adhesion to the draft 
by the French Government and I am 
happy to say that a satisfactory under- 
Btanding exists among all the allies on 
this point. . 
Britain’s Attitude. 
The attitude of the new British ad- 


; ministration was announced about the 


Same time in the statement of the new 
Minister of Colonies in the Lloyd-George 
Cabinet who, in saying he spoke with 
“knowledge and full responsibility with 
regard to the German colonies of which 
we had acquired possession, since the 
war began, and as the representative of 
the vast overseas dominions,” said as to 
the British policy toward those colo- 
nies: 

“Let no man think’ that their strug- 
gles for these colonies have been in 
vain. Let no man think that these 
colonies will ever return to German 
rule. It is impossible. Our oversea 
empire will not tolerate any suggestion 
of the kind. We have been able to 
rectify mistakes since the war began, 
and it now rests with the people of this 
country to help to an early and gatis- 
factory peace, and to take care that 
they prepare before the war ends to 
face that other bitterand ruthless con- 
test in trade and commerce which will 
follow hereafter.”’ 


About the same time, the view of Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand as to German 
island colonies in* the Pacific was ex- 
pressed by Sir Joseph Ward, Finance 
Minister of New Zealand, and W: F. 
Massey, Prime Minister of New Zealand. 
both of whom will be in the coming 
imperial conference. Sir Joseph Ward 
said: 


“I saw with regret in the note sent 
to the United States by the allies in 
reply to the German pctice offer that 
there was no reference to the manner 
in which the conquered German colonies 


} are to be treated. There was not a word 


of reference to those islandd in the Pa- 
cific which Australia and New Zealand 
had taken from the Germans, and which 
those dominions were determined should 
never go back again to the Germans. 
Unless peace conditions provide for the 
reversion to Great Britain of those 
German territories, particularly New 
Guinea and Samoa, which had been won 
by the blood and treasure of Australia 
and New Zealand, the people of those 
dominions would never rest content.”

“New Zealand holds Samoa and means 
to retain it.

These views are so uniform from all 
British, Japanese and Dominion author- 
ities having an interest in the German 
colonies, that retention of these colo- 
nies, and a readjustment of their boun- 
daries, has become pretty thoroughly 
understood. 

The change of the map will be made 
chiefly in Africa, where the west coast 
now is a patchwork of little colonies, 
alternating between France Portugal, 
England and Belgium, and which are 
expected to be merged eventually into 
large, connected areas, capable of de- 
velopment in railway, telegraph and 
trade communication, and each part of 
an imperial domain in Africa—France in 
the west, England in the east and 
south, and Belgium and Portugal shar- 
ing in this community of interests.

Women’s Wilson Union President 
Says Barring of State Floats 
Caused Action. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—A controver- 
sy over what part women shall take in 
the inauguration ceremonies resulted 
last night in an announcement by Mrs. 
James H. Boggs, president of the Wom- 
en’s Wilson Union and a member of 
the Inaugural Committee, that, because 
of a ruling barring from the inaugural 
parade a section of state floats being 
organized under her direction, she had 
declared “the withdrawal of all women 

from the parade.” 

Robert N. Harper, chairman of the 
committee replied to the announcement 
with the statement that Mrs. Boggs had 
no authority. to declare such a with- 
drawal. He said women were wanted i 
the parade and that the state floats 
had been barred only because he feared 
they could not be completed in time cto 
conform to the committee’s standards, 

At the Wilson Union headquarters it 
was insisted that a considerable funl 


had been raised for the section, that at 


least two floats were ready for ship- 
ment to the capital and others nearing 
completion, and that a definite plan had 
been worked out in every state.
